Extensions Recommended. 
The extensions of car lines recom- 
ended by Harrop are as follows: 

FOURTH STREET LINE should 
be removed from Grand avenue 
south of Lafayette avenue, and 
should be run west on Lafayette 
to connect with the Vandeventer 
‘ne at Tower Grove avenue. 

JEFFERSON AVENUE LINE 
hould be taken from the Fair- 
fround vicinity and from Jeffer- 
én avenue and Hebert strcet it 
hould be run north to Broadway 
nad Salisbury street, running 
ast on Salisbury, north on 
Broadway and west on Bremen. 

PARK AND COMPTON CARS 
should be run to Shaw's Gardcn, 
this to be accomplished by build- 
ing a single track on Shenandoah 
and Botanical avenue from 
Thurman to Tower Grove avenue. 
This would give these lines a 
connection with the Vandeventer 
line. 

TAYLOR AVENUE LINE 
should be extended north on 
Taylor avenue from Florissant 
avenue to Broadway and South 
on King's highway from Man- 
chester avenue to Vandeventer 
avenue. 

HAMILTON LINE should be 
changed to run cars west on 
Delmar from Hamilton, south on 
Skinker road to Oakland avonue, 
which, the engineer states, would 
provide direct connection  be- 
tween Maplewood and the west- 
ern part of the city, and between 
Maplewood and University Clty. 

GRAND AVENUE LINE should 
be extended south from Meramec 
street and King's highway t 
Carondelet Park. : 

SPALDING LINE should be ex- 
tended west on Spalding avenue 
from King’s highway to \nion 
boulevard.

The few loops Harrop recommended to 
be completed within 90 days are:

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MOTHER OF SLAIN 
WOMAN ON STAND 
IN CARMAN TRIAL 


Mrs. Duryee Is First of a Dozen 
Persons Called by State in 
Murder Trial. 


MAID TO TELL STORY 


Witnesses Tell of Seeing Physi- 
cian’s Wife Pass Through. | 
Office Night of Killing. 


MINEOLA, L. L., Oct. 20.—So swiftly 
did the trial of Mrs. Florence Conklin 
charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Louise Bailey, in the office of the 
defendant’s husband, Dr. Edwin Car- 
man, in Freeport, move that within two 
and one-half hours after the convening 
of court this morning District Attorney 
Smith had made his opening address to 
the jury and a dozen witnesses had 
been examined. 

.The jury was selected yesterday, the 
same day the trial opened. 

Mrs. Jennie Dufyee, mother of Mrs. 
Bailey, was called as the first witness. 
Mrs. Duryee, a motherly looking wom- 
an of 70 years, burst into tears as soon 
as she took the stand. She said, be- 
tween sobs, that the last time she saw 
her daughter alive was at 3:20 o'clock 
on the afternoon of June B®. 

“What is this?’’ asked Smith, hand- 
ing the witness a dark cloth object. 

“That's my daughter’s dress,’ said 
Mrs. Duryee.

Daughter Cries. 
Madeline Bailey, the dead woman's 


daughter, was so overwhelmed at the 
sight of her mother’s dress, that she 
cried aloud. The dress was blue and 
accordion pleated. There was a dark 
stain on the back of It. 

f Mrs. Duryee said that her daughter 
Was 38 years old and described her. The 
witness was then excused and Harry de 
Beau, a real estate dealer of Hemp- 
stead, was called. 

De Beau said that at 7:06 o’clock on 
the night of June W, he saw Mrs. Bailey 
at the corner near the Carman house. 
He had known her for several years. 
he said, and knew the exact time, as he 
Was on his way to catch a train for 
New York. He saw Mrs. Bailey cross 
the street and go towards the doctor's 
office. 

Katherine Haggerty of Rockville Cen- 
ter, the next witness, fixed Mrs. Bai- 
ley’s whereabouts at 6 o’clock on the 
night of the murder at the home of us 
mutual friend, Mrs. Crahcaw, in Rock- 
ville Center. 

Stenographer on the Stand. 

Miss Lazel Cowles, a stenographer of 
Freeport, testified that she went to Dr. 
Carman’s office to consult him on the 
night of June 30, and that while she was 
waiting in the reception room a woman 
wearing a dark dress entered. It was in- 
ferred that the woman was Mrs. Bailey. 
Mrs. Carman passed through the recep- 
tion room twice, the witness said, once 
after the woman in the dark dress had 
arrived. When Miss Cowles left the of- 
fice the dark-gowned woman was still 
there. _ 

Coriden Nortoh, Coroner and Justice 
of the Peace in Freeport, was called to 
the stand. 

Coroner Norton said he was called to 
the Carman house about 8:45 o'clock. 
Mrs. Bailey was then dead. 

Later that night, the Coroner said, he 
examined the office, the window through 
which the shot had been fired and the 
ground outside. He said the window 
screen was propped up with a piece of 
shingle. The fastenings on the screen 
were undamaged. Some of the glass from 
the pane was on the floor of the office, 
some was on the ground outside and 
some was held between a lace curtain 
and the inside window sill, he said. 

Wiliam D. Bailey, husband of the vic- 
tim, testified that he had been notifier 
about 9 o’clock of his wife's death 
When he arrived at the Carman house, 
10 minutes later, he found her bod) 
on the sofa. 

Dr. Howard E. Phipps of Hempstead. 
who performed the autopsy, testified 
that Mrs. Balley would have become a 
mother had she lived. 

Celia Coleman, the negro maid in the 
Carman household, and two other wit- 
nesses on whom the State leans heav- 
ily, were to take the stand, it was be- 
Heved, this afternoon. 

Woman Seen in Hall. 

George Golder of Freeport testified 
that while waiting in Dr. Carman’s re- 
ception ne i the night of the mur- 
der, he heard a crash of glass, closely 
followed by a revolver shot, Golder said 
he ran out on the lawn, but saw no 
one. 

Just before the shooting, Golder said, 
he heard someone in the house playing 
a piano. A woman's voice called from 
upstairs, “Stop playing.” A moment 
later he saw Elizabeth Carman, the de- 
fendant’s daughter, pass down the hall- 
way. 

A woman in white, Golder said, passed 
down the hall from the front of the 
house to the rear and back again, a

Report Says Conference Dele- 
gates Are in Panic, Fearing 
They Will Be Imprisoned. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 0.—The 
Mexicen consulate here today received 
a report from Mexico City stating that 
Gen, Francisco Villa created a panic 
among the delegates to the convention 
of military chiefs in Aguascalientes to- 
day by moving an army of 18,000 men 
into position where he can envelope the

The destruction of the British submarine E3 by German warships in the 
North Sea, as annonuced from Berlin, is, the first logs suffered by the British 
submarine service since the outbreak of the war. The E3 was completed in 191%, 
She was 176 feet long and 22% feet beam. She was capable of making 16 knots’ 
above the water and 10 knots below and was equipped with four 21-inch torpedex, 
tubes. Her complement consisted of 16 men. 


PARIS, Oct. 20.—Increasing satisfaction was shown by the 
people of Paris today on reading the latest reports from the front. 
These indicate that the allies are continuing their offensive opera 
tion, which, in the opinion of observers, promise the best results 
The action of the Belgian army and of a squadron of British war- 
ships in repulsing an attack by the enemy is‘a subject of particu- 
larly favorable comment. | 

The public was equally gratified by the announcement of the 
situation in Alsace. This was the first time in some days that the 
War Office has indicated definitely the French positions. It is now 
seen that French troops have almost reached the outlet of the val- 
leys leading to the plains of the River Ill, which flows north 
through.

GERMANS RETIRE 
TO THEIR MAIN LINE 


Witness of Furious Attacks 
by Czar’s Men on Fortress 
of Przemysl Tells How 
They Were Beaten Off 
After Scaling Walls. 


LONDON, Oct. %.—A dispaton wo the 
Times from Petrograd, dated Monday, 
says: 

“Fierce fighting has been in progress 
since yesterday, west of Warsaw. The 
Russian columns heve resolutely hurled 
back the Germans toward their main 
positions on the line of Skiernewics, 
Kielce and Sandomir. 

“No details have reached the War 
Office concerning this fighting, but the 
correspondents at the front give descrip- 
tions of the fierce artillery duels and 
tell of the capture of large numbers of 
prisoners, including many Saxons. They 
add that the Germans are exhausted 
and starving.”

RUSSIANS SCALED 
PRZEMYSL WALLS 


BERLIN, via The Hague, Oct. 20.—A 
correspondent of the Zeitung am Mittaeg, 
who entered Przemys] after a four 
days’ motor ride ever unspeakable roads, 
learned the story of the siege of that 
place. The first shots were fired on 
18, the city was surrounded on 
Sept. 2 and an unbroken bombardment, 
with many desperate sorties, ensued 
until Oct. 3, when the Russians sent a 
white flag and demanded the city’s sur- 
render. This was refused. 

The attack reached its height on Oct. 


6 The Russians seemed utterly con- 
temptnous of death and stormed again 
and again. They seem to have learned 
much from the Japanese war for they 
attacked with great skill. The men 
seemed especially trained for fortress 
work. Hills of corpses outside of the 
works testify to the furious attacks 
they made. The Austrians estimate that 
40,000 men fell and many prisoners have 
been taken, 

The Russians succeeded in carrying 
temporarily one of the outlying works. 
Eleven battalions succeeded in ap- 
proaching the works without being de- 
tected, because of damage to the search- 
light, and suddenly mounted the walls. 
The garrison retired to the casemates, 
from which they defended themselves 
with machine guns and rifles. The Rus- 
sians forced their way to the casemates 
and a hand-to-hand stroiggle with bay- 
onets, gun butts and hand grenades en- 
sued. When reinforcements, which had 
been hastily telephoned for, arrived, the 
attacking party was already retiring 
leaving 300 dead and wounded in the 
casemates and 150 corpses on the wall. 

The Russians were still in contact with 
the fortress on one side and cannonad- 
ing was in progress when the cor- 
respondent left. Rockets, light shells 
and searchlights illuminated the land 
before the fortress and the night was 
made as Wight as day. It was a ma- 
jestic sight, says the correspondent, as 
the troops marched through this lighted 
zone.

Germans’ Channel Move 
on Paris, Expert Says 


By the Military Expert of the New

NW the first 11 weeks of the great 
war, two separate phases have 

commanded the attention of the 
world, and it is plain that a third is 
just approaching a crisis. 

From Liege to the Marne, the Ger- 
man offensive held the interest of 
all observers, neutral and partial. 
From the Maune to the close of the 
siege of Antwerp, the desperate ef- 
fort of allied strategy, now pos- 
sessing the offensive, to turn the 
Germans out of France, first by 
frontal, then by flank attack, was 
equally absorbing. 

Both offensive efforts measurably 
failed. The Germans could not take 
Paris and destroy the French armies. 
The allies could not turn the Ger- 
mans out of France. From a period 
marked by great and rapidly chang- 
ing operations, a period in which 
Waterloos and Sedans seemed possi- 
ble and were expected, the war as a 
spectacie degenerated into siege op- 
erations and deadlocks, from the 
character of a battle of men inte 
that of a chess game between strote- 
sensi 
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Germans’ capture of Antwerp. With 
their hands freed of Belgian perila, 
of Russian offensive operations, . 
since the Ozar’s forces were now on 
the defensive behind the Vistula and 
the San and before the Niemen, there 
was granted to the Germans another 
opportunity to take the offensive, to 
deal with’the French with their in- 
considerable British supports—a sec- 
ond chance “‘to dispose of France 
finally,”” as Bernhardi has said. 

Thus, about Oct. 1, while Antwerp 
was just beginning to crumble, Paris, 
London and Berlin alike reported the 
advance of huge masses of German 
cavalry along the northwestern fron- 
tler of France. Around Arras the 
French drive at the right flank and 
communications of Von Kluck had 
been checked. From Noyon to 
Doual, that is along the whole ex- 
posed line of railways, the German 
line had held. Accordingly, renounc- 
ing the turning movement, the allies 
were reaching north toward Antwerp 
to join hands with King Albert's 
gallant army. 

To prevent this, the wedge of Ger- 
mean cevalry drove west beyond 
IAlle, toward the extreme left of the 
allied line beyond Lens and Arras. 
By Oct. 9, when Antwerp fell, the 
allied lime had been bent back away 
from Belgtum, was facing north and 
giving ground slowly. 

Gap From Arras te Sea. 


In this time it became clear what 
the German strategy was aiming at. 
From Switzerland to Arras, along 
the Oise, the Somme, the Aisne, the 
Meuse, the Moselle, parallel lines of 
intrenohments faced each other, and 
neither combatant was able to make 
material progress. 

But from Arras to the sea, for 
nearly 100 miles across open plains, 
there was still an unfortified gap. 
Through this a new German pysh to 
Paris might come, isolating Bou- 
logne, Calais, Dunkirk, and thus 
gaining the heights above the nar- 
row straits of Dover. 

This drive began before Antwerp 
fell. When the capture of that city 
released thousands of German troops 
they were moved rapidly west and 
south, Ostend was taken, the Ger- 
man right at last rested on the sea, 
and German masses were coming up 
—are still coming up—some from Ant- 
werp, some for Germany; more are 
promised from the Hast. 

Bernhardi declares that Frederick 
the Great once planned a march to 
Paris along the channel. Patently, 
German strategy ‘se working on the 


plan of the earliest Prussian master 
of war. 
Allles W 

This new purpene, oe premete 
grasped by the allied high command, 
and before Antwerp had fallen, an 
enormous concentration of allied 
troops west of Arras was reported. 
French marines, the Indian con- 
tingent of the British, new forma- 
ions from the south were rushed 
up to fill the gap. Thus, when 
Antwerp actually fell, the allies had 
a battle line from Arras to the chan- 
nel, were ready for the inevitable 
stroke. 

The Germen advance, it would 
seem, had already made progress 
into Franog, had reached Stomer 
on the Calais Railroad; was, in fact, 
almost successful in isolating the 
channel forts. But stnce Oct. 9 it 
is clear that this German advance 
has been checked. Steadily, but with 
despefate fighting, the allies have 
moved north, their teft on the sea, 
their right joining the main battle 
line about Arras. 


Today, as the dispatches describe 
the battle Hine, Bh en. allied extreme 
left has pushed north of French ter- 
ritory, reste on the channel, covered 
by British warships at Nieuport, just 
southwest of Ostend, stretches south 
and east along the canals to Ypres, 
then south through®Armenttieres and 
almost in sight of TAlle to Arras. 

Allies Still tm Danger. 

In sum, the allies have plugged the 
last hole in their line. . But: it remains 
possible, wholly possible, that new 
German masses may force this flank. 
Driving south tn overwhelming num- 
bers, they may break the line, sweep 
south again over the plains of Artois, 
and presently approach Amiens and 
the Somme. This is the plain purpose 
of all their present effort. 

If they are successful, the Ger- 
mans would thus, at the very least, 
straighten their battle line from the 
Moselle to the channel, making good 
their hold on all the great indus- 
trial region, the coal fields of North- 
ern France. Meantime, their howit- 
gers could reduce Dunkirk. Calais 
and Boulogne would be bases for 
their torpedo boats and submarines, 
brought thither in sections on trains. 
Conceivably they might so crush the 
allied left as to force it south of 
Amiens, and arrive on the flank of 
the whole Aisne battle line. But 
this is merely an extreme supposi- 
tion, the maximum of possibility. 

But if they fail, if they are unable 
to advance, then, from the channel to 
Switzerland, the Germans’ advance is 
halted, they are thrown upon the de- 
fensive, Time being always against 
them, sinoe the resources of their op- 
ponents are greater and the supre- 
macy of the sea still belongs to the 
British, such a check would be dis- 
advantageous, might prove ultimately 
disastrous. 

Allies’ Possible Move. 

On the other hand, if the allies are 
able to push their present advance, 
drive the Germans south and east, 
they may presently be able to resume 
their thrusts at German communica- 
tions. As the maximum of German 
success in the premises is a new 
drive at Paris, the maximum of al- 
lied prosperity is a successful turn- 
ing movement, sending the Germans 
back from the Aisne te the Meuse. 

A new crisis is then approaching. 
In the next few days, and on this 
100-mile front between Arras and 
Dunkirk, there ig to be decided the 
Auestion whether the German of- 
fenstve fan again push forward, 
whether the Kaiser’s army has ‘still 
the power to strike again toward 
Paris, whether his masses ire still 
strong enough, despite losses and 
exertions, to deal another teriffic 
biow. If they are not, it is : plain 
that presently mere numbers will 
put them permanently on that de- 
fensive, in German military litera-

He told the jury how the wire screen 
at the window to the office was propped 
up, the window pane broken, @ revolver 
thrust through the opening and a bullet 
fired into the heart of Mrs. Bailey. A\l- 
though she died within a minute, he 
said, her body lay on the floor for some 
time before the police were notified.

The record time in which the jury was 
selected yesterday led District Attorney 
Smith to express the opinion that the 
trial would be short and that a verdict 
might be expected this week.

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AS GERMAN ARMY 
ENTERED ANTWERP 


Retiring Garrison Blew Up Oil 
Tanks and Covered Scheidt 
With Blazing Oil. 


ANTWERP, via London, Oct. 20. 
~The effect of the big guns on Ant- 
werp’s outer fortifications was more 
striking than at Liege. Two armored 
turrets at Fort Wavre—St. Catherine 
was put out of action with a single shot, 
their steel beds being broken in two 
and the heavy masses of metal hurled 
five or six yards away. In another fort 
the concrete embankment was pierced 
like an egg shell, and the steel turret 
uprooted. Still another turret was com- 
pletely upended, and les with its base 
pointing skyward and its gun buried 
underneath. 

Behind Fort Waelhem, where a 1i12- 
Inch shell penetrated the magazine, a 
heavy steam engine, which furnished 
power for the light plant, was blown 
20 yards from its base. The entire top 
of the fort here was torn off, and 60 
men of the garrison are said to have 
been buried beneath the debris. 

German staff officers say that when 
the River Nethe was crossed, the Bel- 
gian defense virtually colldpsed. The 
Belgiuns abandoned their heavy artillery 
and machine guns, while the Germans 
entrenched themselves, expecting a 
counter attack. 

The officers declare that after 80 Ger- 
man shells, not of the largest. size, 
but from the smaller mortars, 
had been dropped in various 
quarters of the city of Antwerp, the 
white flag appeared on forts six and 
seven of the inner girdle of fortifications. 
The burgomaster of the city then came 
out and offered to surrender Antwerp, 
but was told that the terms of capitula- 
tion could be arranged only with the 
Belgian military authorities. The burgo- 
master’s plea, that these officers could 
not be found, led to an order for a sus- 
pension of the attack. 

The German troops then pushed in 
through the girdle ef inner forts and 
past the undefended city wall, finding 
that the retiring garrison had blown up 
the bridge across the River Scheldt and 
also had interposed a belt of flame 
against the invaders by firing the oil 
tanks and covering the surface of the 
river with burning oil. 

Antwerp is a dead city. The populace 
has fled and the streets are deserted. 
Notwithstanding the leniency of the 
German fire, some scenes of devasta- 
tion are to be witnessed in the ware- 
house district along the river bank. In 
addition to wrecked buildings, piles of 
packing cases lie broken open, and their 
contents strewn about the streets. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of merchandise 
has been ruined in this district. 


MAN’S WISH REGARDING

Picture of Mother and Wife Will 
Be Deposited With Ashes

G. C. McMillan, executor of the estate 
of Fred P. Haines, who in his will cut 
off his wife and son with $1 each, said 
today that Mrs. Haines was divorced 
and that the son lives with her in New 
York. Haines killed himself Saturday 
by cutting his throat and wrists with a 

knife. x 

Haines left a $2000 accident policy to 
the Y. M. C. A., but McMillan said he 
doubted the validity: of it, Inasmuch as 
Haines told the police he attempted to 
kill himself. 

Edward P. Haines receives two life in- 
surance policies and all of his brother’s 
personal property. 

To his niece, Gladys I. Phetteplace, 
Haines bequeathed the income from .a 
life insurance policy until she becomes

Haines directed the executor to give 
his sister, Mrs. Fred Phetteplace, money 
on deposit in the Mercantile Trust Co.

IN A BRITISH TENG 
DURING Nloril ATTACK 


Tells How He Crossed Open Field in View of 
German Position and Found Lieutenant in 
Dugout Leisurely Reading as Shells W histled 
Overhead— 1000 Germans Who Advanced 
in Mass Routed by 90 Men.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—A staff correspondent of the New York World and 


Post-Dispatch who has just reached London is the first man in the war who 
has actually been with the British expeditionary force during the fighting. In 
order that his story may be permitted to reach America, and in conformity 
with the rules explained to correspondents last Friday by Sir Stanley Buck- 
master, care has been exercised to leave out all names of villages, towns, 
Generals, army units and movements. He writes: 

“I have just spent a night in a British trench on the River Aisne, 
when 90 men turned the attack of 1000 Germans into a rout. As they 
turned and fled for the cover from which they had advanced, the British 
machine guns turned loose on them from the side and made the German 
casualties not less than a hundred, as we could see the next morning. 
There were over fifty more bodies between the trenches than there had been 
the night before, and many of the less seriously wounded had undoubtedly 
got away. 

“It was a night of horror, made almost unbearable by the stench. In 

the morning a haystack to which many had crawled for shelter caught fire 
from a shell and their bodies were burned. 


Some of Wounded Probably Burned Alive. 

“There were wounded out there, too, men who had been lying for four 
days within 50 yards of their lines. It had been impossible to rescue them 
even at night, and some of them were probably still alive when burned. 
One man who had been wounded in the stomach and had fallen into a 
swoon from weakness, was roused by the heat and walked back to his own 
trenches. He was almost starved, but nearly well. Going without food 
and water had saved his life and his wound had healed. Not a shot was 
fired at him. 

“This attack was merely one of dozens of similar night affairs which 
took place almost nightly at many points along the whole British lines of 
£0 miles on the Aisne. They continue for a month and during that time 
the British lost very little ground, though the cost in lives was over 10,000. 
As the Germans were usually the aggressors, their losses must have been 
between 40,000 and 50,000, and may have been more. 

“The British loss in the night attack I witnessed was one dead and 
five wounded. The five were wounded by rifle fire and the one man killed 
was almost blown to pieces by the explosion of a shell which the British 
eoldiers call a ‘coal box’ on account of the black smoke it sends up. 

“The explosion was so close to me that I came to a realization of what 
had happened, though I was lying in the bottom of a five-foot trench cov- 
ered with so much dirt that I could hardly free myself. This trench is 
about four miles north of the Aisne and east of Soissons. It had been 
gained the month previously at great cost and was being held only by 
splendid and continuous acts of courage. 


British Dug Themselves In 100 Yards From Germans. ~“ 

“The Germans were intrenched less than a hundred yards away and 
had plenty of cover behind them, while the British had only saved them- 
selves from annihilation by digging themselves in. They were holding 
the steep upward slope with their rifle trenches near the top of the 
steepest part of ground that lay between them and the Germans. This 
gave the Germans the advantage of impetus in charging the trenches, 
but, although they had made six previous night charges, they never got 
more than half way before the steady fire became too much for them. 

“It was only by a series of accidental circumstances that I was able 
to get so close. For weeks I had been trying to get to the firing line, 
without getting within more than four or five miles of it. During this 
period I had frequently been under cannon fire and had watched both 
the French and the English gunners at work, but had not been able to 
slip up close enough to see the men in the trenches. 

“This time I tried a part of the line that I had not previously at- 
tempted and crossed the plateau to the south of the Aisne by a small 
road that finally brought me just above a small village, almost directly 
opposite and overlooking the Aisne and still held by the Germans. 

“Following the road through the flelds, I crossed the main Soissons 
road and gained the road over the hill without being questioned. On 
this hill, which is in reality a small wedge-shaped plateau, lying between 
the Aisne and Vesle rivers, I could see the British artillery fire and the 
bursting of the German shells. 

“I knew this plateau would be patrolled, and hardly expected to 
be able to cross it, but, chance favored me. There were two roads, one 
of which was occupied by a long line of motor trucks going forward with 
supplies, and the other empty. 

“German spies, who were thick in this section, must have indicated 
the wrong road to me, as there were no shells falling on the road over 
which they passed, and shrapnel was bursting over the other. I knew 
I would be turned back if I attempted to follow or pass the motor trucks, 
so I took the other road and crossed the entire plateau, a distance of 
probably three miles, without encountering any cavalry patrol, some of 
whom I could see a mile or less away. 


Shrapnel Bursts All Around, but Too High. 


“Shrapnel broke directly over the road, both before and behind me, 
but not nearer than 200 yards and too high to be effective. On the wooded 
descent from the plateau to the Aisne I passed under and rather near to 
a battery of big guns, which sent their shells shrieking over my head into 
the German lines. 

“I stopped for a few minutes to watch them. After each was fired 
it shrilled in my ears until the sound died away to a whisper. A moment 
afterward I could see the smoke rising where it had struck, and then 
the sound of bursting reached me. It looked like pretty accurate gun- 
fire, as the attempt was undoubtedly to drive a German battery out of a 
slender neck of woods about five miles away, while‘ the fields on both 
sides showed how perfectly the gunners were getting their mark. 

“On the Aisne itself it was quite peaceful. Shells were passing over 
it, but none falling on the peasants who were working in the fields, and 
there were few soldiers about. Some stopped and spoke to me, but I 
knew I was safe from them. The average ‘Tommy’ never questions me. 
In fact, | walked along the side of a hayrick on which soldiers were 
bringing food forward, and by keeping close to it covered most of the 
distance up the narrow valley to the advanced position held by the 
British. 

“The nearer I got to the actual battle line the less difficulty I seemed 
to encounter, and finally I turned off the narrow lane I was following and 
cut across an open field to what looked in the distance like a rabbit- 
warren—the dugout shelters with which the British soldiers have pro- 
tected themselves.

learn all the news from any new arrival from the rear. They gather 
branches from bushes to make fires on which they boil their soup and 
coffee. 

The Belgians are somewhat the same in character, but the recent 
damage to so many cities of Belgium has made them rather gloomy, 
though they are still full of fight and sure of eventual victory. 

The British appear to be ready to seize the slightest opportunity 
to play some game when off actual duty. They are always cleanly 
shaven and love to plumge into a creek or river. Behind their trenches 
are many kneading troughs captured in the German commissariat and 
now turned into tubs. 

The Indian troops maintain calm silence except when in action. 
Then they utter wild cries in their Eastern languages as they enter the 
fight. The Moroccan auxiliaries, known as ‘‘Goumiers,’’ maintain all 
their African habits. They apparently are always ready to rest any- 
where that they may find themselves, but sleep with their rifles over 


their arms and spring into action at the slightest movement or noise. 


had ceased. I walked across the fleld without even drawing a rifle shot. 
If I had known I was within 600 yards of the German outposts I would 
not have ventured there, of course, but the Germans evidently did not 
shoot at me because I was in civilian clothing. 

“Just below me was a little hamlet beside the watercourse and there 
even children were playing in the street. On that account I did not sup- 
pose I was anywhere near the line. I noticed there was hardly a roof 
intact in the village and that two buildings, one a stable, had been blown 
to pieces. 

“But I had seen so many towns in that condition that it did not mean 
anything in particular to me. When I had crossed the field soldiers lying 
there in little dugouts in unever rows greeted me without any show of 
interest until I spoke to them. Then some seemed mildly surprised that I 
spoke English. It was not until afterward that I knew these men had been 
s0 worn out by being constantly under fire that their nerves no longer 
responded. 

“To one side, in a rather more exposed position than others, it seemed 
to me, there was a slightly more commodious shelter, with branches in 
the ground. In them was lying a Lieutenant, smoking a cigarette and 
reading an illustrated London weekly. He invited me in and asked what I 
was doing there. 

“TI regret to say I had to tell him a lie, because I knew how stringent 
the rules were against correspondents. I fancy he knew I was lying, but 
he let it go at that. ' 

“In a few minutes a shapnel shell whistled over our heads and sounded 
so close that I unconsciously ducked my head. But the Lieutenant did not 
and the few men I could see from where I was sitting did not either. 


Sleeping Men Do Not Stir at Sound of Shell. 


“Some of them who were asleép did not even stir. It burst just past 
the village, but too high. The Lieutenant explained why the men seemed 
so indifferent. They could tell by the sound that it was going overhead 
and their nerves had become so used to the sound that they no longer 
reacted as mine did. I had hoped to see the night attacks, and I talked 
to the Lieutenant until dark, and then it was too late to travel. I was too 
likely to be shot by a British sentinel and he agreed I would better spend 
the night in his dugout and did not seem to think much about it. 

‘¢Shortly afterward those men who had been well fed by ‘bully beef,’ 
jam and coffee, relieved the men in the trenches. This they did by advanc- 
ing under the shelter of a small grove, out of which their trench ran about 


80 yards in an uneven line. It was a wide, commodious trench and the men

Lieutenant Stands to Reassure His Uneasy Men. 


‘‘Tt was a little after 9 when the attack took place. By this time [ 
had become quite accustomed to seeing in the dark and could make out the 
wood held by the Germans. All at once three shells, one after another, fell 
rather near, and after an interval of a few minutes three more. These were 
‘littel coal boxes,’ making holes in the ground about three feet deep. The 
second three seemed very near, and the lieutenant, sensing uneasiness among 
the men, stood upright beside the trench and said in an easy voice: ‘They 
have not found us yet, have they?’ 

‘‘He had hardly finished speaking when one fell that did the damage. 
My sense of hearing was already numbed by the sound of the others. I re- 
member I was sitting on the bottom of the trench when it came. The man 
killed must have been standing up as the piece of shell which struck him 
tore through his left side, all but carrying his arm and shoulder away. None 
of the others were scratched. They were on the bottom with me. 

‘‘We were still dazed when we heard someone gay: ‘Look out for them 
now.’ But no more shells fell for a few minutes, and by the time they recom- 
menced we were too busy to pay any attention. 

‘< ‘There they are, there they are,’ I could hear soldiers saying in board- 
ingschool whispers. I peered out cautiously and it seemed to me at first 
merely as if the shadow of the wood had deepened. 

‘©All along our line I could hear the rustling and rasp of leather and 
an occasional click, but I could also hear the air pumping out of my throat. 
Then I could see the shadow coming closer, ‘Steady now, wait,’ whispered 
the Lieutenant, and the whisper ran down the line. 

‘‘It kept running through my head that I had done something like 
this before. My mind groped for what it was and hit upon the fact that 
I had lain in the grass while stealing apples as a boy while the farmer 
walked close behind me. It occurred to me that that would be a a good 
thing to say when I wrote about it, but the thought harassed me that I 
bad read something like it before. 

‘*My mind refused to do anything but try and decide whether I should 
mention it and then ‘Let them have it,’ I heard. I think one man fired just 
before the words, but I am not certain.

‘‘Por the next 20 minutes it went on. Out of it I retained just two 
pictures. Just before the Lieutenant gave the order to fire, the German line 
seemed to stop. It was quite compact, just as I had been told by everyone 
who had ever faced it that it would be. Foran instant the dark deceived me 
into thinking it was drawing back. Then it came on—IJ was going to say it 
rushed, but it did not. Its movements seemed to me astonishingly slow. 

‘‘They fired as soon as we did and I dropped down and out of sight. 
As I crouched on the bottom of the trench I wished for a rifle, too. I tried 
to decide what to do if the Germans carried the trench, and marveled at the 
amount of sound. I did net know until afterward there was a machine 
gun in the woods. 

‘*Of the rest of the fight I have no recollection. 
stopped and I looked out and saw nothing but the dark . 

‘* Later I sat in the woods with the Lieutenant and twice heard rifle fire 
—to the left, about 1 o'clock, and again about dawn to the left and rear. The 
recollections of the night were largely wiped out by the burning of the hay- 
stack in the morning.

The report states that one stand- 
ing passenger for each four square 
feet of floor and platform space does 
not result in overcrowding, and that 
that is taken as a basis for estimat- 
ing the maximum permissable ioad. 

Weuld Count Passengers. 

The report states that the engi- 
neers found that the rush periods 
were from 6:80 to 8:30 a. m., from 13 
noon to 2 p. m. on Saturdays and 
from 6 p. m. to 7 p. m. 

It recommends that the United 
Railways be required to make an 
actual count of passengers at speci- 
fied times of day twice each year to 
enable the company te arrasge iis 
service to meet the demands of the 
public. 

During nonrush hours, the report 
states, cars should be operated in 
sufficient number to provide 136 
seats for each 100 passengers, unless 
this standard would result in a head- 
way of more than 7% minutes. It 
recommends that this standard be not 
applied to the Chouteau, Spalding, 
Marcus and Tiffany lines, on which 
it states, a headway of 15 minutes is 
sufficient. 

The transfer system is commended. 

Some means by which passengers 
could be prevented from talking to mo- 
tormen should be devised, the report 
states. 

The engineers’ found«that many cars 
were crowded from the middle back and 
were not filled in front. The report 
states that this is due to the fact that 
smoking is permitted and to the use of 
the rear door for an exit. It is recom- 
mended that smoking be prohibited on 
all cars and that the rear door be used 
for exit only in cases of emergency. 

The report recommends that ‘‘the city 
should take action to make the use of 
street railway tracks by vehicles,a mis- 
demeanor when there ts sufficiedt room 
on the side of the street for the passage 
of vehicles.”’ 

The fixing of additional safety zones is 
recommended, and it is urged that pe- 
destrians should be prohibited from 
crossing street inter#ections diagonally. 

Stove Heating Is Approved, 

The forced ventilation system of heat- 
ing, by which heated air is forced 
through the car from a stove in the 
front vestibule, is recommended as be- 
ing as satisfactory as any car heating 
system on the market. The _ repori 
recominends that all cars be equipped 
with this system by the winter of 1915. 
It states that 370 cars were so equipped 
in 1913 and that the company has equip- 
ment for an additional 500 cars this win- 
ter. 

The report recommends that cars be 
heated sufficiently to maintain an av- 
erage temperature of 0 degrees. 

The report siates that the engineers 
found that the company since 1911 has 
taken 106 cars, with a seating capacity 
of 4252, from service, and has added 144 
motor cars and 98 trailers with a seat- 
ing capacity of 16,791. 

The report contains many tables 
showing studies of traffic condition, 
and from these tables it is recom- 
mended that a few additional cars be 
placed on the Page, Cherokee, Tower 
Grove, Cass, Natural Bridge, Eight- 
eenth, Seventh, Manchester, Wellston, 


Taylor and Grand lines at certain 
specified periods not in rush hours, 
The owl car service was reported 
to be adequate. 

The ;eport states that the annual 
earnings per car in St. Louls are much 
higher than in any of several cities with 
which it is compared. The earnings per 
car in Kansas City are higher than in 
St. Louls. These earnings per car an- 
nually are said in the report to be: St. 
Louis $8940, Philadelphia $7350, Boston 
$4460, Baltimore $4800, Pittsburg $6500, 
Cleveland $5570 and Kansgs City $9140. 
Richard McCulloch, vice-president and 
general manager of the United Rail- 
ways, said this morning he had not 
seen a copy of the report and that he 
would make no statement about it unti) 
the report was in his hands.

PAUL BROWN WINNER IN 


(COL. ROOSEVELT 


ASSAILS SHERMAN 
AND SULLIVAN 


Tells in ‘Chicago Speech of Pro- 
gressiyes’ Refusal to Enter 
Deal With Former in 1913. , 


CHICAGO, Oct. ®.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt bitterly attacked United States 
Senator Sherman; Republican candidate 
for re-election, and Roger C. Sullivan, 


the Democratic candidate for the United 
States Senate in a speech here last night, 
ending a two days’ campaign in Illinois 
in favor of the candidacy of Raymond 
Robins and other Progressives. 

The old party candidates, he declared, 
were typical of the bi-partisan machine 
politics, and the fight in Illinois, as in 
New York, he said, was not one of party 
principle but of simple civic honesty. 

The Illinois Progressives, with his ap- 
proval, Col. Roosevelt said, had declined 
offers to enter into a deal with Sher- 
man for a junction with Republicans 
and Lorimer Republicans, by which 
Sherman and a Progressive candidate 
would have been chosen to the United 
States Senate in 1913, when finally Sen- 
ator Sherman and James Hamilton 
Lewis were elected. 

Attacks Records of Candidates. 

Col. Roosévelt attacked the records of 
the Democratic and Republican candi- 
dates. Sullivan, he said, had his whole 
career shaped by his part in the Ogden 
gas ordinance in the Chicago City

Council. The foundation for Sherman's! 


political career was laid, he said, when 
in the Legislature he supported the so- 
called Allen law, giving the city of Chi- 
cago the right to grant W years fran- 
chises. 


“The Allen law conditioned Mr. Sher- 


iman’s election as Senator in 1913. In 


that Legislature not one of the three 
parties had a majority,” Col. Roosevelt 
said. ‘“‘Mr. Sherman tried to secure a 
junction of Progressives with the Repub- 
licans including the Lorimer Republi- 
cans, to elect himself and one of the 
Progressives. Mr. Sherman said of his 
plan to Senator Jones in the presence 
of his own manager and of Mr. McCor- 
mick, ‘Senator Jones and Mr. MoCor- 
mick inform me that it would be neces- 
sary for someone to secure Mr. Lori- 
mer’s assent to the plan in order to 
make it effective.’ 
Combined With Democrats. 

“Later Mr. Sherman suggested to an- 
other Senator, Mr. Zolla, so Mr. Zolla 
informs me, that if the Republicans and 
Progressives were united on him and 
on a Progressive candidate they could 
procure enough Democrats to stay away 
from the Legislature to allow a minor- 
ity to elect. 

“Prof. Charles E. Merriam came on 
to see me about these proposals and 
Senator Jones telegraphed about them. 
I informed them that in no circum- 
stance should the Progressive taint 
themselves with ‘an alliance with Lori- 
mer Republicans or Lorimer Demo- 
crats. 

“The Progressives, therefore, refused 
to have anything to do with a combina- 
tion on such terms, and the Sherman 
followers then made their combination 
with Mr. Sullivan’s followers—the Lori- 
mer adherents being included in the 
combination—and Messrs. Sherman and 
Lewis were elected.”’

IFINAL ARGUMENT — 


BEGUN IN. STEEL 
ISSOLUTION SUI 


Briefs Formidable in Volume 
Presented and a Week Will 
Be Devoted to Argument.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2%.—Final ar- 
 gument in the Government suit to dis- 
solve the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, the greatest combination of capi- 
tal in the world, on the ground that It 
was created in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, was begun here today 
before four United States Circuit 
Judges, sitting as the United States 
Court for the District of New Jersey, in 
which jurisdiction the proceedings were 
instituted. The case is being heard by 
Judge Buffington, presiding; McPher- 
son, Hunt, formerly of the Commerce 
Court, and Woolley, recently appointed 
to succeed Judge Gray, retired. 

It was agreed that the entire week's 
debate be devoted to the arguments. 
J. M. Dickinson, former Secretary of 
War, who has had charge of the case 
for the Government, opened the argu- 
ment. Henry E. Colton, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney-General, will speak 
for the Government. 

Counsel who appeared for the Steel 
Corporation are Richard V. Lindabury, 
Newark, N. J.; John G. Johnson, Phila- 
delphia; C. <A. Severance, St. Paul, 
and David A. Reed, Pittsburg. George 
Welwood Murray, New York, will ar- 
gue in behalf of John D. Rockefeller 
and his son, who along with Andrew 
Carnegie, George W. Perkins, E. H. 
Gary, Charles M. Schwab, Henry C. 
Frick and others are individual defend- 
ants. 

F. D. Kellogg of St. Paul will speak 
briefly for the James J. Hill interests. 


Suit Was Filed in 1911. 
The Hill ore interests are involved in 


the case through the lease by the Steel 
Corporation of ore beds in the North- 
west. Since the institution of the suit 
this lease has been canceled and Kel- 
lokg said he did not see the necessity 
of his appearance except to touch on 
certain law points in connection with 
the lease. 

Testimony in the case has been taken 
in different sections of the country dur- 
ing the greater part of the last three 
years. The suit was filed in the United 
States Court for the District of New 
Jersey, on Oct. 26, 1911. 

The Government asks that the cor- 
poration be broken up into the numerous 
companies that have been merged il- 
legally, as the Government alleges, into 
the gigantic concern. 

The Court is asked to appoint a re- 
ceiver for the corporation to carry our 
a dissolution decree and to recover from 
syndicate subscribers and promoters an‘ 
other parties to the combination the 
“difference between the par value of 
the stock received by them and tho 
cash value of the properties or other 
services given therefor,’ that restitu- 
tion may be made to other stockholders 


Request as to Carnegie. 
Among the requests of the Govern- 


ment is one that the Court decree that 
“Andrew Carnegie was a party to the 
unlawful combination of properties 
throuzh the United States Stee? corpora- 
tion and took the bonds of the corpora- 
tion with all the infirmities attaching 
to such participation.’’ 

The testimony taken in the case is 
contained in 5 printed volumes, each 
an inch thick. The Government’s brief, 
a formidable paper of more than 900 
printed pages, which has been filed. re- 
views the evidence In the case and ar- 
gues the law points involved. Much of 
the space of the brief is given up ‘to 
the Steel Corporation’s acquisition of 
the majority of the stock of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co. 

The Government alleges that E. H. 
Gary and Henry C. Frick, directors in 
the big corporation, who went to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to see whether the Gov- 
ernment would object to the carpora- 
tion taking over the Tennessee com- 
pany, misrepresented to the President 
the amount of stock held by Moore and 
Schley, the New York firm, which the 
corporation sought to purchase during 
the panic of 1907. 

The Government's brief declares that 
the real object..of the Steel Corpora- 
tion in purchasing the Tennessee stock 
was not to help Moore and Schley out 
of financial difficulties, but to obtain 
absolute control of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Co. property. 

2) Steel Corporation Brief. 

The brief filed by the United States 
Steel corporation, reviewing the law 
which the Government applies to the 
case and the evidence, declares’ that 
what competition existed among the 
companies acquired by the big corpora- 
tion was greatly limited. It is declared 
that the steel corporation's proportion 
of the country’s total production of fin- 
ished products in 1901, when the corpora- 
tion was formed, was orfly 50.1 per cent: 
that it has since been reduced to 4.7 
per cent of thé country’s production for 
all the markets of the world, and t» 
40.9 per cent of the total production for 
the domestic market. 

In denying that the steel corporation 
suppressed competition, the brief states 
that the organization of the company 
Was but a natural development from 
existing trade and manufacturing con- 
ditions and calis attention to the cor- 
poration’s successful efforts in building 
up a large foreign trade. It states that 
the records do not show a single in- 
stance of freight rebates having been 
asked or given by the steel corporation 
or its subsidiaries. 

The brief says the corporation has 
reduced wages only once in a severe 
business depression in 1904, and tnat 
wages of its employes have been in- 
creased an average of 28.5 per cent. 

The price of the corporation's 
products, the brief continues, is 
shown to have decreased on the av- 
erage about $8 a ton since it was 
formed, and since 1903 has been less 
In the United States than in either 
England or Germany. 

The brief denies the allegation that 
the Steel Corporation took advantage 
of the 1907 panic to acquire control 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., 
and reiterates that the stock was 
taken over only when it became ap- 
parent that nothing else would save 
Moore & Schley of New York irom 
failure and prevent the spread of the 
panic.

“that no artificial) barriers exist in 
the steel trade; that for nearly 10 
years competitive conditions nave 
been ideal and that, under these con. 
ditions, new competitors have zrown 
up and expanded, products have im- 
proved, prices have decline: and

REGULATION OF 
TAXI STANDS AND 
RATES PROPOSED 


Board of Public Service Prepar- 
ing to Draft Ordinance; In- 
dependents Complain. 


The Board of Public Service, created 
under the new charter, is preparing to 
draft new ordinances regulating the lo- 
cation of public taxicab and livery auto- 
mobile stands and the rates to be 
charged for hired automobile service. 

Several proposed ordinances have been 
tentaively submitted to the board by at- 
torneys representing about 100 independ- 
ent livery automobile Owners who believe 
they are being deprived of their legiti- 
mate share of transient motor traffic 
because of what they call ‘‘the Taxicab 
Trust.”’ 

These independent owners have told 
the board that the Columbia Taxicab Co. 
and the St. Louls Taxicab Co. have a 
practical monopoly of the most profit- 
able stands in St. Loyis. 

Only the machines of these companies 
are permitted to stand at the large 
hotels and at Union Station. The prin- 
cipal hetel stands are those at the Jef- 
ferson and the Planters, both of which 
hotels are under the same management. 

Proposed Stand Ordinance. 

One of the proposed ordinances pro- 
vides that any licensed livery automobile 
shall be permitted to take its place at 
any public stand between 6:30 p. m. and 
6 a. m. 

lt was learned by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the Planters and Jefferson 
hotels derive an average revenue of $2) 
a month each for the privilege whicn 
the} grant to the Columbia Taxica 
Co. and the St. Louis Taxicab Co. to 
place their machines in front of those 
hotels. This payment of $4800 a year 
is made jointly by the two taxical 
companies. 

Independent livery automobile owners 
allege that this is a discrimination 
against them. 

Harry Fellows, assistant manager of 
the Hotel Jefferson, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the selling of this privi- 
lege by the hotels was not in the nature 
of leasing street space to the taxicab 
companies, but was a contract by which 
the companies guaranteed adequate 
taxicab service at all hours of the day 
and night for the. convenience of the 
hotel guests. 

Complaints of Overcharge. 

The payment of $200 a month, he said, 
was made by the two iaxicab com- 
panies in return for the guarantee that 
only the companies’ taxicabs would be 
permitted to stand in front of the hotels. 

Before this arrangement was made, 
Fellows said, there were many com- 
plaints by guests that they had been 
overcharged. by independent livery 
chauffeurs. The hotels, he said, had 
found that the best service was given 
by the organized taxicab companies. 

C. M. Talbert, director of streets and 
sewers in the Board of Public Service, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter the sys- 
tem of granting hotel curb space to 
taxicab companies had been called to 
his attention, but he had not yet in- 
vestigated it. 

Question for City Counselor. 

According to a Supreme Court dect- 
sion of several years ago, Talbert said. 
no one having an automobile to hire Is 
permitted to occupy a stand in front of 
private property without the consent ol 
the owner of the property. It might 
be the attitude of the hotel owners that 
they have the right to say what com- 
panies or what individuals shall keep 
their machines in front of the hotels, 
he said. 

Before drafting new ordinances regu- 
lating taxicab traffic, Talbert will sub- 
mit this question to the City Counselor. 
Attorney A. M. Frumberg represents in- 
dependent automobtte livery men who 
think they should have an opportunity 
to get some of the taxicab traffic which 
originates at the big hotels.

TERMINAL REPLIES 


IN SUPREME COURT 
T0 DECREE APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Former 
Judge Henry S. Priest, special counsel 
for the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation of St. Louis and its 
proprietary lines, and General Coun- 


sel T. M. Pierce, on behalf of the Ter- 
minal today gave the Terminal’s argu 


ments in the Government's effort to 
have the court interpret its own decision 
ir. ee Terminal dissolution case. This 
is the third time the Government has 
appealed to the Supreme Court, and 
now the sole question is whether or not 
the United States Circuit Judges, in 
their final decree, correctly interpreted 
the opinion of the Supreme Court, the 
Gcvernment having been dissatisfied 
with that decree and having by apper!) 
brought the whole matter to the Su- 
preme Court for final adjudication. For- 
mer Attorney-Attorney General E. C. 
Crow appeared for the Government. 


In reply to the insistence of counsel 
for the Government that the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association should be 
dissolved because the parties men- 
tioned in the decision of the Supreme 
Court had not agreed with the Gov- 
ernment’s representatives upon a plan 
of reorganization, the attention of the 
Court was called to the language 
which the Court itself had employed. 
requiring only the defendants, and 
not the defendants and the Govern- 
ment, to agree upon a plan. 

Terminal Charges Defended. 

Counsel for the Terminal quoted 
from a decision of the Supreme Court 
- the prohibition case, wherein the 
upreme Court said: 

“While it is true that the mandate 
of this Court gave certain specific 
directions as to the scope and charac- 
ter of the decree to be entered, it 
afforded an opportunity to the de- 
fendants to submit a plan in order 
to carry out that decree and gave to 
the United States an opportunity to 
be heard in opposition to that plan.’ 

Counsel for the Terminal insisted 
that the present Terminal charges 
were justified by reason and author- 
ity and cited many decisions of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission up- 
holding a special and additional 
charge for services in transporting 
cars or passengers over bridges or 
ferries. It was pointed out that the 
Terminal charges at St. Louls were 
no higher, but in almost all instances 
lower than similar charges at other 
river crossings. Illustrations were 
drawn from terminal] charges now ap- 
plying at Newport News, Memphis, 
Cairo, Dubuque, New York and else- 
where, as showing that the Terminal 
charges at St. Louis by comparison 
were extremely reasonable. 

Rate Jurisdiction Question. 

Decisions of the Supreme Court were 
cited holding that only the Interstatc 
Commerce Commission had jurisdiction 
over the rate question, and that there- 
fore the Supreme Court could not and 
had not attempted to fix rates in its 
opinion as contended for by counsel for 
the Government. It was argued that 
the construction counsel for the Gov- 
ernment placed upon the language of 
the Court, placed the Court in the at- 
titude of fixing rates, thus assuming 
the function that the Court itself had 
stated rested exclusively with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and 
which the Court had specially covered 
in the seventh paragraph of its man- 
date, wherein the Court had declared: 
“To avoid any possible misapprehen- 
sion. the decree should also contain 4 
provision that nothing therein shall be 
taken to affect in any wise or at any 
time the power of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission over the rates to be 
charged by the Terminal company, or 
the mode of billing traffic passing over 
its lines, or the establishing of joint 
through rates or routes over its lines, 
or any other power conferred by law 
upon such commission.” 
Non-Proprietary Lines, 


Counsel then argued, with much 
emphasis, that the Supreme Court in 
its opinion did not mean to fix the 
same rates to St. Louis as to East 
St. Louis, as contended by the Gov- 
ernment’s Counsel, because of the 
fact that the non-proprietary rail- 
roads were not made parties to the 
litigation. As to the non-proprietary 
lines the Court could make no ef- 
fective order, and consequently non- 
proprietary roads, which, as an illus- 
tration, carry two-thirds of the coal 
to East St, Louis, IIL, for the St. Louis 
markets, were wholly outside of the 
purview and operation of the decree 
of the Court as thus interpreted. To 
adopt the interpretation of Counsel 
for the Government that the decree 
applies only to roprietary lines 
would at once establish a diversity of 
charges between the proprietary and 
non-proprietary lines and make the 
proprietary lines charge a rate from 
the coal mines to East St. Louis that 
would justify them in absorbing the 
charges for the further haul from 
East St. Louis to St. Louts and deliv- 
ery upon the terminai tracks of the 
Terminal Ralilroagd Association. And 
as the regulation of such rates in the 
State of Illinois was a function rest- 
ing solely with the Illinois Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers, that body would never consent 
to the railroads making a rate from 
the mines to the east bank of the 
Mississippi River sufficiently hich tc 
permit an absorption of all] the 
transfer and switching charges in 
making deliveries to all points within 
the extensive switching limits of St. 

uis, across a great river and in 
another state. The effect of this in- 
terpretation would create an impossi- 
ble and intolerable condition, it was 
argued. 

Right of Reasonable Charge. 

There could be no question but what 
the Terminal Railroad Association had 
the right to make a reasonable charge 
for the service performed by it in haul- 
ing coal from the East St. Louis con- 
nections to the west side switching dis- 
trict and making deliveries there, be- 
Cause the Supreme Court, in the case 
of Southern Railway Co. vs. St. Louis 
Hay and Grain Co., 214 U. S. 297. held 
that a railroad company had the right 
to make a charge for such service that 
not only covered the cost, but also pro- 
duced a reasonable profit, and this was 
approved in the case of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission vs. Stickney, 215 U. 
S., 98. In this latter case, it was con- 
tended, the Supreme Court announced 
the proposition peculiarly pertinent in 
this case, that although the railway 
company owned all the stock of the 
Terminal company, yet the Terminal! 
company was entitled to make a dis- 
tinctive charge for the service which 
it rendered in the transportation and a 
reasonable profit upon the same. 

Counsel contended that, although a 
profitable Terminal charge was justi- 
fied under the decisions, still the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association had never 
been operated at a profit, but had been 
used as an instrumentality for the fur- 
therance of the switching services for 
all the railroads. and its charges 80 
fixed and regulated as to only meet 
operating expenses and fixed charges. 
There had never been and there never 
could be any dividend paid on the stocl: 
of the Terminal Raliroad Association, 
which is held in equal shares by the 
proprietary lines, it was stated, since 
the payment of dividends and profitabi- 
operation are specifically forbidden in 
the organization contracts between the 
Terminal Association and such lines. . 

“Bridge Arbitrary” Reply. 

Replying to the frequent reference to 
the “arbitrary,” “bridge arbitrary” and 
‘Terminal arbitrary’ made in the brief 
and argument of E. C. Crow, , bs 
council for the Government. udge 
Priest and General Counsel Pierce in- 
sisted that no issue was made in the 
pleadings in the original suit filed under 
the provisions of the Sherman anti- 
trust law as to the impropriety of rates 


! 
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| established by proprietary co in 
the operation of their res ve lines; 
Or as to the reasonableness of the rates 
for terminal services. 

The Termina] Association had pub- 
lished in the manner required by law 
its schedule of traffic charges, and after 
1902, when the unification of the ter- 

was in fact completed, 
was no abatement by it in the schedule 
of rates, which at all times were scarce- 
ly sufficient to meet the operating ¢x- 
penses, betterments and extensions of 
the terminal system. Explaining the 
operation of what the Government 
counsel characterized as an ‘arbitrary, 
the counse] for the Terminal and the 
other defendant railroads said: 

“We understand the truth concern- 
ing this matter to be this: That witn- 
in a certain area the railroad com- 
panies, whether proprietary or non- 
proprietary, make a rate which is 
— the tariff sheet charge of the 
erminal Railroad Association; with- 
in another area beyond that of the 
first in mileage, a rate is made which 
is plus only a part of the terminal 
tariff; and within an extensive ares 
outside of the last the railroads make 
a rate which is minus the terminal 
charge. This is what is called an ab- 
sorption of terminal charges in the 
through railroad rate. In the first 
area the railroads cannot afford to 
absorb any part of the terminal 
charge because of the small cuvm- 
pensation which cOmes to them in 
the initial carriage. With the next 
area they can afford to and lo ab- 
sorb a part of the terminal caarge, 
because of the greater amount of 
compensation received. With the 
third area they can afford to absorb 
all of the terminal charge because of 
the increased compensation they 
receive owing to the increased 
mileage. This is in no _  gsgense 
an arbitrary of the Terminal 
Association and in no sense peculiarly 
applicable to railroad rate making as 
to St. Louis traffic. It applies as 
well to New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Baltimore and Washington as to 
St. Louis, and is, in fact, a principle 
of rate making established oy the 
railroads and approved by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.” 

Tariffs Are Explained. 

Emphatic denial was made of the 
Government attorney’s contention that 
an arbitrary charge was levied by the 
Terminal on traffic originating within 
the 100-mile zone that was not applied 
on other traffic without that area. 
Counsel for the defendant corporations 
went into a detailed explanation of the 
tariffs to show that the Terminal As- 
sociation had but one set of charges, 
which was applied regardless of the or- 
igin or destination of the traffic, and 
that fully 80 per cent of such charges 
Were absorbed by the carriers in the 
through rates. Within the i0-mile area 
the Terminal! received the same rates, 
but the railroads could not out of their 
limited compensation absorb these ter- 
minal charges as they did in the long 
hauls and consequently increased reve- 
nues. 

In the citation of decisions bearing on 
the Terminal controversy Judge Priest 
and Pierce laid special stress on the 
rulings of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and concluded this phase 
of their argument by calling attention 
to the Detroit decision, one of the most 
recent cases in which the right to make 
a separate charge for terminsl facili- 
ties was recognized and upheld. 

Industrial Switching. 

Before concluding their arguments the 
Terminal counsel called attention to 
their motion made before the United 
States Circuit Court to modify the final 
decree as entered by that tribunal, so 
as to permit local or industrial switch- 
ing between industries wholly located 
on the tracks of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation. In the final decree entered by 
Judges Sanborn, Smith and Hook the 
Terminal is prohibited from engaging 
in this class of business. The language 
of the decree has been so interpreted by 
the railroad counsel and the attorneys 
for the 200 or more factories on the Ter-

Rate Hearing Shows Hamilton 
& Dayton Had Been Oper- 
ated at Annual Loss. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. %0.—Todiy's 
hearing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on the application of the 
Eastern railroads for increased freig):t 
rates on their concention that financial 
exigencies brought on by the European 
war make them needful, was devoted 
largely to a cross-examination of Dan- 
iel E. Willard, president of the Balti- 
more & Ohio, on the relations of that 
system to the Cincinnati, 
Dayton. 

Louis D. Brandeis, special counsel for 
the commissior, laid stress on the Bal- 
timore & Ohio investment of more than 
$20,000,000 in the Ohio line and its as- 
sumption of obligations of a @ 
amount. The witness said the inv@st- 
ment represented only an interest 
charge of $1,000,000 annually and insist- 
ed that would not have affected the 
present situation of the line 

“If you did not have the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton you would have the 
money you invested, would you not?’ 
suggested Commissioner Myer. 

*‘Certainly,’’ answered Willard. 

“How much have you spent on the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton in the 
last 18 months?” asked Brandeis. H» 
added that the Ohio line had showed an 
annual deficit for years before its pur. 
chase by the Baltimore & Ohio, and lasi 
year that had totaled more than $3,000,- 
000. 

Willard replied his road was not urge. 
ing the status of the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton & Dayton as a reason for grant- 
ing a rate advance. 

Commissioner Myer also sought to 
Graw from the witness information as 
to what railroad stockholders demanded 
in cash as payment on their invest- 
ments and with what proportion of new 
work accomplished along the line they 
would be satisfied. Willard argued that 
substantial payments on invested cap- 
ital were necessary to insure credit of 
railroads and enable them to borrow 
the money needed for improvements. 

Charles A. Conant, a financial expert, 
had prepared a lengthy statement pur- 
porting to show that not only had the 
war tended to close European money 
markets to carriers and threatened the 
return of $4,000,000,000 in American securi- 
ties at depreciated rates, but that the 
purchasing power of carriers’ receipts 
had fallen greatly. 

Brandeis in the hearing vyester- 
day called attention to the _ fact 
that the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad had 
adhered this year to its policy of declar- 
ing a 6-per-cent dividend, despite an 
actual deficit of more than $2,000,000 in its 
net revenues. Brandeis implied in his 
questions that a similar policy had been 
followed by all lines. 

Willard said the dividend had been 
maintained at 6 per cent at his recom- 


line. Hie declared it“had been justified 
by the fact that the road had $32,000,000 
in surplus. 

Criticises Dividend Payment. 
Reverting to the possibility that inter- 
est rates would be greatly advanced 
when those notes fell due, Mr. Brandeis 
asked: 

“If it be true that you may have to 
pay 7 to 8 per cent, is it not a risk that 
should be taken by the stockholders 
through a reduction of dividends rather 
than be fet by an advance in rates? 
You defend here today a reduction of 
practically every railroad expense ex- 
cept dividends.”’ 

‘Nothing we do in the way of decreas- 
ing expenses of maintenance and equip- 
ment is permitted to encroach on safety 
of operation,” Willard replied. 
Brandeis declared the statement of the 
railroads had dfsclosed so far nothirg 
originating since the commission's re- 
cent ruling, repecting the Eastern line's 
previous plea for a 5 per cent advance in 
rates. In re-opening the case, the com- 
mission specifically limited it to matters 
arising since that time. Brandeis said

ROADS IN DANGER 
GOV. MAJOR IS TOLD 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. ®.—B. F. 
Bush, president of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, and high officials of other 
roads visited Gov. Major yesterday and 
told him that the railroads doing busi- 
ness in Missouri will be in imminent 
danger of bankruptcy unless the State 
permits an increase in their freight and 
passenger rates. - 

Bush said the Rock Island, Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, Cotton Belt and Mis- 
souri Pacific each lost sums ranging 
from $1,000,000 to $3,600,000 in the fiscal 
year which closed June 30. 

At the close of the conference, which 
lasted more than an hour, the Governor 
made no promises. He has no power 
to order a reduction of rates, but he 
might recommend such reductions to 
the Legislature, or might veto any legis- 
lation adverse to the railroads. 


Commission Could Raise Rates. 
The Public Service Commission has 


power to permit an increase in rates if 
it is convinced that existing tariffs are 
causing the roads to operate at a loss 
or without a fair margin of profit on 
their investment. An application for 
an increase in rates is now pending be- 
fore the commission.

Stone’s Aid to President 
Wilson, Defends War Tax. 


Postmaster-General Burleson spent an 
hour at Union Station this morning in 
consultation with local Democratic lead- 
ers. He arrived at 7:30 from the East on 


his way to Sedalia to make a speech. 

Burleson strongly endorsed Senator 
Stone for re-election. “He should carry 
the State by 100,000 plurality,’’ Burleson 
said. ‘‘He has strongly upheld President 
Wilson.”’ 

He said Senator Stone had done much 
service of a lasting sort as chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee in the 
Senate. 

The fact that so many Cabinet mem- 
bers were speaking.in Missouri, he said, 
did pot indicate the party leaders 
thought Missouri doubtful. 

“When President Wilson proposed the 
war tax,” Burleson said, “he knew he 
would be criticised. He was too big to 
let criticism Geter him when he knew 
the needs of the country. The war taxis 
simply a question of arithmetic and very 
simple arithemetic at that.” 

Burleson quoted from statistics, show- 
ing that, owing to the war, imports 
would fall off immensely, and that it 
was reces#ary for the Government to 
make expenses in some manner. 

Postmaster-General Burleson was ac- 
companied by Assistant Postmaster- 
General Dockery, who formerly was 
Governor of Missouri..Among those who 
conferred with him were Postmastcr 
Selph; Dan F. Meehan, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee; D. C. Mc- 
Clung, chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, and Arthur Fitzsim- 
mons.

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BURLESON SEES TAFT ADVOCATES 


LAWS TO ENFORCE 
TREATY PROVISIONS 


to Proceed Against Violations 
by Individuals. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. ®.—The United 
States should draw from the European 
war a lesson regerding its own oon- 
duct, said former President William H. 
Taft in an address here today before 
the American Bar Association. In dis- 
cussing the charges of violation of treat- 
io by European nations, Taft said this 
country should put itself in such a posi 
tion that it could fulfill to the letter 
the obligations imposed by its treaties 
and he recommended legislation to that 
end. 

Taft, who is president of the Bar 
Association, also raid that the Pro- 
gressive party was departing from ‘“‘the 
preposterous nostrum of the recall of 


had become a burden to the party. 

The annual session of the Bar Asso- 
clatton opened with an address of wel- 
come by President Wilson.' Former 
President Taft was in the chair and the 
éntire Supreme Court was sitting as 
guests of honor. 

In his introduction of Mr. Wilson, 
Mr, Taft pledged the association's 
earnest _co-operation and its deepest 
confidence in the President’s ability and 
purpose to guide the ship of state safe- 
ly through the European crisis. Mr. 
Taft declared that the American people 
were back of the President in his 
handling of the international situation 
and that he had the confidence of the 
nation. 


President Speaks. , 
President Wilson’s response was that 


his strength rested in the confidence of 
the people. He pleaded for the ‘“‘human- 
izing of the law” in this time of infer- 
national crisis, not only with respect to 
international law, but as to municipal 
law. 

His reference to himself as a lawyer 
who had reformed brought forth tu- 
multuous applause. He said the world 
was now “stirred to its dépths,’’ but 
that the best course for a nation to pur- 
sue was the disinterested part. He add- 
ed that the unsettled world conditions 
made a good time for freeing the law 
from the dry consideration of cold pre- 
cedents and injecting into it more of 
the viewpoint of justice, ordinary man 

In speaking of the European war, Taft 
said that President Wilson should have 
the warmest approval and sincerest co- 
operation in his efforts to maintain the 
strict neutrality of this country. 

“We are the principal nation of the 
Christian world.’’ he continued, “‘not so 
related to the struggle that both sides 
may really regard us as disinterested 
friends. It is our highest duty, and the 
President makes plain his appreciation 
of this, not to sacrifice and destroy 
this great leverage for successful media- 
tion judgments upon the merits. We 
must hold our tongues to be useful to 
mankind.” 

“There was a time,” the President 
said, ‘‘when the thoughtful eye of the 
judge rested upon the changes of so- 
cial circumstances and almost palpably 
saw the law arise out of human life. 
Have we got to a time when the only 
way to change law is by statute? The 
changing of law by statute seems to 
me like mending a garment with a 
patch; whereas law should grow by the 
life that is in it, not by the life that is 
outside of it. 


That Forward Impulse. 
“T should hate to think that the law 


did not derive its impulse from looking 
forward rather than from looking 
backward, or rather, that it did not 
derive its instruction from looking 
about and seeing what the circum- 
stances of men actually are and what 
the impulses of justice necessarily are. 

“Understand me, gentlemen, I am not 
venturing in this presence to impeach 
the law. For the present, by the force 

circumstances, I am in part the 
ermodiment of the law, and it would 
be yery awkward to disavaw myself. 
But |I do wish to make this intimation, 
that\in this time of world change, in 
this time when we are going to find out 
just how, in what place, to what ex- 
tent the rea] facts of human life and 
the real moral judgment of mankind 
prevail, it is worth while looking inside 
our municipal law and seeing whether 
the moral judgment of mankind are 
made square with every one of the 
judgments of the law itself. 

“For I believe that we are custodians, 
not of commands, but of a spirit. We 
are custodians of the spirit of righte- 
ousness, of the spirit of equal-handed 
justice, of the spirit of hope which be- 
lieves in the perfectibility of the law, 
with the perfectibility of human life 
itself.” 


Tells of Country’s Obligation. 

Concerning this country’s obligations 
under its treaties, Taft said: 

“And now that we are discussing com- 
pliance+with treaties and the effect of 
treaties of arbitration and of peace upon 
the chances of war, is it not a good 
time for us to clean our own house and 
to put ourselves in a position where we 
ean fulfill to the letter every treaty we 
have entered into? We have made many 
treaties of friendship and peace—in- 
deed, treaties with all the world-—in 
which we have assured to aliens, sub- 
jects or citizens of the other .party to 
the treaty, resident within our borders, 
due process of law In protection of life, 
liberty and property. But we now with- 
hold, however, from the same author- 
ity that makes the treaty the power to 
fulfill ite obligations. 

“A statute of a dozen lines would put 
it into the power of the President to 
institute judicial proceedings, civil and 
eriminal, in courts of the United States 
to punish a violation of the treaty rights 
of aliens and enable him to use the 
civil and military executive arm of the 
Government to protect against their 
threatened invasion. In our past expe- 
rience we realise that mob violence 
committed through race prejudice 
against aliens will never be punished by 
state authority, and there is nothing 
that a high-strung people—and it fs peo- 
ples now who largely control the mat- 

iter of war and peace—resent fo much 
as the mistreatment of their fellow 
countrymen living under the flag of/a

When the Post-Dispatch yesterday dis- 
closed that the Southern Traction Co. 
contracted to pay Jeptha D. Howe $300,-

leigh, chairman of the Citizens’ Free 


Bridge Committee, said the atmosphere 
had been cleared sufficiently to assure 
the repeal of the franchise and the adop- 
tion of the bridge bond issue Nov. 6. 

The motives behind the activities of 
Howe, who formerly was the Repub- 
lican boss of St. Louis, were exclusively 
shown by the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
and yesterday, when it published Howe’s 
letter to Federal Judge Wright in which 
he admitted holding $330,000 of Southern 
Traction bonds, and the contract by 
which he was to get $300,000 in cash for 
obtaining the franchise. 

Bonds Will Carry, Mayor Says. 

“The knowledge that Howe received 
$330,000 of bonds to obtain this valuable 
franchise will confirm the belief of the 
public in its decision that the grant 
should be repealed,’’ sxiid Mayor Kiel. 
“IT have no doubt the House of Dele- 
gates will promptly pass the Council 
repeal bill, and I will sign it if it 
comes to me. 

“The expose of Howe’s connection 
with the traction company will increase 
the majority for the bond issue, which I! 
believe will be more than the two-thirds

agreed to pay Howe $300,000 in cash for 
getting a franchise in St. Louis includ- 
ing the use of the free bridge. As se- 
curity Mepham gave Howe $330,000 of 
Southern Traction bonds and $5000 cash. 
If the bonds sold for more than $300,000 
the company was to get back all in ex- 
cess of that sum. If the bonds sold 
for less than $300,000, the company was 
to pay the difference to Howe to ful- 
fil its guarantee of $300,000 in cash for 
the political boss’ services. 

In the franchise the company gave nv 
bonus to the city in exchange for the 
privilege which netted Howe $330,000 in 
bonds. It was agreed the company 
should pay to the city only its pro rata 
of the cost of maintaining the upper 
deck of the free bridge, exclusive of the 
interest charges on the bonds with 
which the bridge is constructed. 

Howe has actively represented thu 
company in all its negotiations since he 
made the $300,000 contract on March 23. 
1911, about three weeks before the 
measure was passed by the Municipal 
Assembly and approved by Mayor 
Kreismann. He was the sole speaker 
to oppose the repeal of the loop grant 
at a public hearing before a Council 
committee last week, and vehemently 
denounced those who voted for a repeal. 
He said it would destroy the credit of 
St. Louis to “break faith and repudiate 
a solemn contract,”’ and denied the as- 
sertion of other speakers that the citv 
could exercise the right it reserved in 
the contract to “alter, amend or repeal’ 
the grant at will.’’ 

The repeal bill passed the Cownci! 
last Friday by a vote of 11 to 2 only 
Councilmen Rower and Paule, who voted 
for it in the House in 1911, voting againsc 
repeal. 

The present House of Delegates has 
voted three times to repeal the fran- 
chise, and only one_member of the 2 
has said so far that he will vote against 
repeal if the measure is put on its 
passage next Friday. 

An investigation is being made this 
afternoon by the Railroads Committec 
of the House of charges that the Illi- 
nois approach to the free bridge has 
been ‘“‘bottled’’ by tracks recently lair 
by the Alton & Southern Railroad. The 
investigation was requested by Delegate 
John R. McCarthy, leader of the Alton 
& Mississippi forces in the House, and 
it is regarded by bond issue supporters 
as a move calculated to injure the 
bridge bonds at the special election 
Nov. 6. 

Mayor Kiel received a letter fron: 
William M. Davis, president of Loca! 
No. 73 of the United Carpenters and 
Joiners’ Union, in which he said that 
at a meeting last night at 1023 Franklin 
avenue the bridge bond issue was unani- 
mously indorsed. The union also went 
on record as favoring the repeal of the 
Southern Traction loop franchise. Davis 
said the carpenters would not only vote 
for the bridge bonds, but would do ail 
they could to aid in passing them.

Now we realize that the North, Hast and West 
depend on us for their output more than they 
do on Burope, as we are users and as a class 
the negroes are not savers. We realize that we 
are going to be up against it if the North, Hast 
and West do not come to our assistance with 
money to help us to hold this year’s crop until a 
market can be had to make a price on our cotton. 

St. Louis, being a manufacturing city, has shown 
more good old “horse sense” than any other city 
that I know of. She realizes that if the South 
goes broke her factories will have to close down 
te some extent and that their output will not be 
as great. Now, why don’t other manufacturing 
cities come to our assistance; if not for our good, 
they should take the matter up for their own 


good. 


New York has enough idle money to finance the 
entire cotton crop, and still she sits and waits to 
see us go broke. Detroit, with her automobiie and 
other factories, hag not shown her hand. fhe en- 
tire West is receiving high prices for wheat; why

KEEP THE “TEAM.” 
Republicans are estopped from a general assault 
on the record of the Democratic administration 
because some of the important measures enacted 
by Oongress have had the support of leading 
Republicans.

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JEPTHA D. HOWE’S COST TO ST. LOUIS. 

The Post-Dispatch, in printing the contract 
under which ex-Boss Jeptha D. Howe agreed to 
obtain a trolley franchise on the free bridge and 
in the loop streets of downtown St. Louis, has not 
only exposed some highly interesting secret his- 
tory in the Southern Traction deak but thrown 
new illumination on the subject of franchises gen- 
erally. 

Though passed as late as 1911, the grant was 
one of those obsolete 60-year grants which fran- 
chise grabbers for years previously had lacked 
the assurance to demand in even the most boss- 
ridden municipalities. Its provision for payments 
to the city of $23,000 annually afforded un- 
faithful Assemblymen an excuse for defending it, 
but that sum hardly represented the company’s 
equitable share of the annual cost of bridge up- 
keep and maintenance. 

For less than $25,000 Mr. Lorimer’s road was 
to obtain virtually all the privileges for which 
the McKinley trolley system, which owns its 
bridge, pays interest annually on $3,000,000, or 
$180,000, at 6 per cent. 

For the ex-boss’ “professional services” in get- 
ting this franchise, the company contracted to pay 
him $300,000.. This meant $300,000 in hard cash, 
for it was distinctly stipulated that if he was 
unable to sell for that sum the $380,000 in bonds 
he took in immedtate payment, any deficit should 
be made up to him. 

How much must a franchise have been worth 
to the company, when it was willing to pay an 
agent’s commission of $300,000 for putting the 
deal across? Capitalized at the usual real es- 
tate commission of 5 per cent the tndicated value 
would reach a fabulous sum. St. Louis should 
never forget this bit of direct evidence as to the 
value of this franchise, as to the value of other 
easements in streets and public property which 
too often in the past it has bestowed as gifts and 
without even conditions safeguarding use. 

One thing St. Louisans are not likely to forget 
in the near future is the nature of the appeals 
Boss Howe, as chairman of the Republican City 
Committee, made for votes in the municipal cam- 
paign immediately preceding the grab of the fran- 
chise. He wanted his nominees elected that he 
might “clean up St. Louis.” He wanted a Municipal 
Assembly that would remove the reproach of the 
past. He had been employed in 1910 by the trac- 
tion ‘company to promote the franchise deal and 
as soon as the election of his choice as Mayor 
and Assemblymen was assured he resigned as 
city chairman and started in to force the bene- 
ficlaries of his political campaign to help him 
fulfill the written contract entered into March 23, 
1911, with the Lorimer outfit. 

Some day, when the bridge is completed and all 
the items of expense are available, it will be pos- 
sible to figure up what Jeptha D. Howe has cost 
this town. Items already available are the cost 
of three bond elections, when but one should have 
sufficed. Another item is the $383 a day for nearly 
three years for interest on bridge bonds so far 
issued. The interest charge plus the payments to 
the sinking fund and other financial charges foot 
up more than $800 a day. If it will not be possible 
during the coming year to finance the completion 
work on terms as favorable as might have been 
obtained three years ago, other items must be 
added. 

But, of course, in computing what it has cost 
st. Lows to date to enable Jeptha D. Howe to 
earn $300,000, one item overshadows all others 
in amount. That item is the huge total for 
three years of Pads bridge tolls and other 
monopoly charges, of which the free bridge was 
designed to relieve the people of St. Louis.

10 OPPOSE ALL 
PLANS FOR PEACE 


“The Feds Have Done Us All 
the Harm They Can” Declares 
Pres. Lannin. 


By Bozeman Bulger. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Among the nu- 
merous suggestions already received by 
the members of the Baseball Rules 
Committee is one that a ball club be 
compelled to play through the nine 
innings with the nine players who start- 
ed instead of being allowed to change 
the pitchers at will. 


Secretary Foster of the Giants, who 
served on the committee: for a long 
time, says this question comes up every 
year. There is little chance, however, 
of its being adopted. Provision would 
have to be made for a player injured, 
and this would make it possible for oth- 
ers to “‘stall,”’ the same result being 
reached in the end. Ags a matter of 
curiosity, the discussion was called to 
the attention of John McGraw. 

“That's all right to talk about now,”’ 
he said with a smile, “but wait until 
next summer, and you will see the very 
fans making these suggestions among 
the first to yell ‘Take him out!’ the mo- 
ment a pitcher is being hit hard. The 
spectators always want the pitchers 
changed before the managers do. If a 
pitcher is wobbly and is being murdered 
by opposing batters it is not fair to 
the people who have paid to see a 
ball game to keep him in there. 


Fans Want Keen Compeition. 

“A lot of them would get up and walk 
out of the park. A baseball fan likes 
a good ball game, even though he is 
pulling for the home club to win. One- 
sided affairs are always tiresome to 


him. If there is anybody who doubts 
that let him go up to the Polo Grounds 
next summer and hear the crowd yell 
‘Take him out!’ But seriously, the 
pitcher should be changed if he is un- 
fit to keep the game evenly balanced. 
“Another thing you want to remember 
is that baseball rules are never changed 
just because some person has suddenly 
thought up a new idea. They are the 
result of gradual evolution. Compara- 
tively few changes have been made in 
the last 20 years.”’ 


Lannin Opposes Peace. 


The so-called absorption of the 
Federal league may have been in the 


mind of someone connected with Or- 
ganized baseball, but it certainly 


does not meet with the approval of 
all the magnates. One among this 
number is Joseph Lannin, owner of 
the Boston Red Sox, 

“The Federal League has already 
done us all the harm it can do,” said 
Mr. Lannin, “and I see no reason why 
we should peace to it. I —- in favor 
of letting them attend to their own 
business while we attend to ours. If 
I have any players who want to jump 
to the outlaws my club probably is 
better off without them.” 

Baseball men are telling of how 
Mr. Lannin, with his positive views 
on baseball, stopped dissatisfaction 
in the Red Sox last summer and 
really put them on the way to a close 
fight for the pennant.

PARKWAY WILL 
EXTEND SOUTH ON 
GRAND 10 BRIDGE 


Boulevard 150 Feet Wide From 
Lindell to Manchester, and 
Small Park Approved. 


BILL TO ASSEMBLY TODAY 


Several Changes in Plan for 21- 


Block Highway Through Prop- 
erty Worth $8,200,000. 


A boulevard 150 feet wide on Grand 
avenue, from Lindell boulevard to the 
viadvct at Manchester avenue, and a 
small park two blocks deep, were 
approved by the City Plan Commis- 
sion yesterday as the western ter- 
minus of the proposed traffic park- 
way between Twelfth street and 
Grand avenue. 

Complete plane were approved at 
the meeting, which ended a _ two- 
years’ study of the project. City 
Counselor Baird read to the members 
the condemnation ordinance to be in- 
troduced in the Council and House by 
the Board of Public Service today. 

By the end ofthe year, it is expected, 
the condemnation will be authorized by 
the Assembly, and before another year 
has passed it is possible the damages 
and benefits will have been fixed by 
three commissioners to be appointed by 
a Cirouit Judge, and work of wrecking 
the buildings encumbering the site may 
then begin. 

Change in “Hinge” Pian. 

The assessed value of the property in- 
volved is about $4,100,000, and the actual! 
value is estimated at about twice this 
sum, or $8,200,000. The greater portion 
of this cost will be assessed as bensfits 
against property included in a benefit 
district to be fixed by the court com- 
missioners. The oity will pay the bal- 
ance out of the general revenue fund 
‘or by a special issue of bonds. 

The condemnation ordinance provides 
that benefited property owners. shall 
have the full time limit for paying bene- 
fits provided in the new charter, which is 
seven years. Benefits may be paid in 
seven annual installments of equal size 
bearing 6 per cent interest until entbere 
and 8 per cent if delinquent.- 

At the final meeting of the City Plan 
Commission it was definitely decided 
that instead of swinging the parkway 
slightly northward with the west line 
of Jefferson avenue as a “hinge,”’ the 
parkway would continue wéstward in u 
direct prolongation of Market and 
Chestnut streets to Beaumont street. 


Swing Into Lindell. 


At Beaumont street a northward swing 
will place the parkway between Lawton 
avenue and Pine street. At Channing 
avenue, two blocks from the western 
terminus, the central driveway § will 
sewing northward again, crossing what 
is now Theresa avenue and joining Lin- 
dell avenue midway between Theresa 
and Grand avenues. 

The city will condemn the block be- 
tween Pine street and Lindell avenue, 
Theresa and Grand avenues, and a half 
block on the north side of Pine street, 
between Channing and Theresa avenues. 
Between the south driveway, now Law- 
ton avenue, and the north driveway, 
now Lindell avenue, there will be a 
emall park slightly larger than a city 
block. 

Grand avenue will be widened be- 
tween the parkway and the Mill Creek 
Valley viaduct, by condemning for a 
.depth of 7 feet along the east line. 
This will necessitate a removal of the 
Grand avenue grand stand in the Fed- 
eral League Baseball Park, at Laclede 
avenue. 

The car tracks now on Grand avenue 
are to remain as they are, and a 10- 
foot strip of grass will separate the 
ear tracks from a smooth-paved thor- 
oughfare for fast traffic. 

Favored in House. 

The plans embodied in the draft of 
the ordinance to be introduced today 
cannot be amended by the Municipal 
Assembly under the new charter. 
Changes can occur only through the 
introduction of new bills by the Board 
of Public Service. 

The benefit district will be estab- 
lished by court commissioners and can- 
not be fixed by the Assembly. 

The new charter provides that the city 
may issue special tax bills in advance 
for seven years against benefited prop- 
erty in such proceedings, and sell the 
bills to banks. As they bear 6 per cert 
interest, it is expected that the city can 
always negotiate these certificates, 
which are a first lien upon the property 
involved, subject only to general taxes. 
The certificates are not secured by the 
credit of the city, as are bonds, and the 
municipal corporation will not increase 
its indebtedness by their issuance.

sweetest of the many opetrettas 

that have come to the world’s 
stage during recent years, and it was 
80 capably presented at the Park The- 
ater on Monday evening, in both essen- 
tials of singing and acting, that its vir- 
tues made an irresistible appeal across 
the footlights and quite properly enabled 
the Park opera company to score the 
biggest success of the present season. 

Louise Allen, in the title role, was the 
leading favorite of the opening per- 
formance, attaining this distinction by 
neat and finished work of genuine value. 

Her portrayal of the somewhat Cinder- 
ella-like name part of Daphne, who is 
commended to one’s liking in a very low- 
ly station at the story’s opening, is a 
sincerely charming endeavor. 

Then, too, she sings as tunefully as a 
lark, especially in the big theme-song 
of the piece, ‘‘Roses Bloom for Lovers,” 
which ig the crowning triumph of the 
score. 

Also does Carl Haydn finely acquit 
himself as the young Duke of Barches- 
ter, the Prince Charming of the story, 
his tenor voice being heard at its best 
in the several song-numbers falling to 
his lot.

WAS WITH KAISER 
ON BRITISH VISIT 


London Express Declares Stein- 
hauer Was Entertained in 
Buckingham Palace.

LONDSA ia ct. 2.— he Dally Express 
in @ special article describes the career 
of Steinhauer, head of the German se- 
cret service, whose name has figured in 
recent spy prosecutions in this country. 
It says he, even on the occasion of the 
Kaiser’s last visit to England, stayed 
as @ member of his suite in Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

Seven or eight years ago Steinhauer 
was placed at the head of the German 
secret service. Owing to the personal 
friendship of the Kaiser, he was given 
a free hand to organize and complete 


‘the service of spies in Great Britain. Ln 


order that the work should not suffer 
from lack of funds, Steinhauer had at 
his command as much money as he re- 
quired. 

He made frequent visits to this coun- 
try, got into touch with the principal 
German residents, and within a few 
months he had appointed paid agents 
in London in every arsenal and dock- 
yard town, in every important provin- 
cial city, even in villages on the En- 
glish and Scottish coasts. Letters for 
the chief spy were addressed ‘“Stein- 
hauer, Potsdam,”’’ nothing more. It was 
quite a sufficient address for the Ger- 
man “postal authorities, who had in- 
structions to deliver all such letters 
without the slightest delay. 


On Visit of Friendship. 
“Tt was in May, 1911," says the Ex- 


press, “that the Kaiser and his master 
spy carried out their Machiavellian plot 
of coming to London together and using 
Buckingham Palace to further their 
treacherous designs to wreck the Brit- 
ish Empire. That month the Kaiser 
visited London for the purpose of at- 
tending the unveiling by King George 
of the Queen Victoria memorial. He 
remained in London nearly a week. One 
of the members of his suite was Stein- 
hauer. He went to Buckingham Pal- 
ance. All the time the Kaiser Was 
professing the greatest friendship for 
Great Britain he knew that his master 
spy, whom he had specially brought 
over with him, was engaged in perfect- 
ing an organization which. he haped 
would tumble the British Empire in the 
dust. 

“One afternoon, while the Kaiser was 
fulfilling a private engagement in Lon- 
don, Steinhauer met -his personal and 
most trustworthy agents in a West Lon- 
don hotel, managed’ by a German. 
There, in a private room, th‘'s gang of 
spies held a conference and handed 
their reports to Steinhauer. At night 
Steinhauer took his reports to Bucking- 
ham Palace, and it is only reasonable 
to suppose he lost no time in communi- 
cating them to the Emperor.’’
